South Americans Afraid
of North .ﬁ_m_glican Trusts

Hucenos Aires, Sept, $.—8South Ameri
eans are deeply interested in the sug:
gestion, referred 1o in dispatebes from
Washington and New York, that the
Sherman law ought not to be enforeed
againgt North American buriness hous
8 seeking trade on the southern conti-
nent,

South America s execedingly fear
ful of trusts and especially of North
Amerienn truste.  The people hase thoir
idons on translations they have read
from newspapers in the Upited States.
They believe, literally, the very strong-
est things they have read concerning
the trost evil, It is doubiful i€ the
still uninvaded corner of Belgium
wonld regard a German incursion with
any more  pleasurable  anticipations
than South Americans feel st the hint
that the North American trusts nay
get & grip on them,

This apprebension of trusts, in faef,
is g vonsiderable obstacle in the way
of American trade's progress here.

United States Is
ing a Great
New_lgdush'y—ﬂu

The high prices of linoen aud of the
flax fibre from which lnens ure made
has eentered attention on the necessity
of catublishing & renl lipen industry in
this country, the greatest consumer of
linen in the world. There seem to be
two big problems which must be solved
before suceess is nssured,  One is to
Yind some artificinl method of prepur
ing the flax straw for the spinner, thus
relieving the flax grower of thin task,
and the other is to convince the Ameri-
ean public that Americon-made linen is
as good as any other. There ure a aum:
ber of minor problems, and they are all
discussed in a report by W. A. Graham
Clark just published by the Buorenu of
Foreign and Domestic commerce, De
partment of Commerce.

The ouly country in which the pro-
duetion of flax fibre has increased con
sistently in recent yenrs is Russin, the
report states. In the British Isles and
in France the production has deersused
in spite of all efforts to keep the ni-
dostry growing and in Austro-Hungary,
Belgiom, and the Notherlands the indus
try has not been able to bold its own,
The American production has never
been of importance, Thanks to liberal
government 2id and to cheap labor the
Hussinns had grodunlly been getting o
monopoly of the business up to the time
the war broke out.

In the United Stutes flax hos been
raised almost entirely for the wseed,
which is used to make the well-known
linseed oil s0 ueoessary for the produe:
tion of good paints and varnishes. Of
some 3,000,000 peres of flax raised in
this conutry in 1015, the Department of
Agriculture estimates that only 2,000
acres were devoted to flax for fibre
The bulk of the strnw from the seed:
bearing plants is burned and osed for
fertilizer, It shonld be borue in mind,
however, that flax growing for secd
and flnx growing for fibre nre separate
and distinet indostrics. Some Tieax is
grown for both seed and fibre, but n
decision must be made as to whieh is
to be the more important prodoet, just
as the sheep raiser must decide whether
mutton or wool is to be the primary con:
sideration.

In Earope the farmer not only raines
the flax, but prepares the fibre for the
spiuner, This preparation requires sy
ernl processes, one of which, known us
fpetting" requires considerable eheap
Inbor and much time aod is i addition
n most disagrecable process for {he
workmen. The problem in this country
is to find some chemionl process of rot
ting that ean he enrried out at a faet
ory and thus allow the farmer to con
fine his attention to the agricultural
end of the industry. 'This is the only
condition on whieh the American far
mer will take to growing flax for the
Yibre, Mr, Clark thinks. Some jiro-
gress s alrendy being made in ehemi
eal retting nnd at least two eonesrny
nre now baying finx stolls feom the
growers for further treatment. Chemi-
eal processes have been tried Vefore
without mueh suecess, but one of the
pow eoncerns I8 now selling cliemionlly
retted fibre to Europe and the other
